Fifty thousand dollars is $60,000, 
even to millionaires who engage in the 
expensive whimsy of supporting losing 
candidates for United States presiden- 
tial ncminations. This was made-clear 
yesterday in Federal Judge Thomas 
Slick’s court, where the suit of Wil- 
liam Cooper Procter, millionaire Cin- 
cinnati soap manufacturer, against Col. 
A. A. Sprague, Chicago city official, 
also reputed to be a millionaire, was 
,gotten under way. 
The legal fracas is the outgrowth 

of Gen. Leonard Wood’s candidacy 
jin 1920, which wound up in an abun- 
'dance of regrets and past due bills. 
Col. Procter, chairman of Gen. Wood’s 
campaign committee, fell heir to many 
of the regrets and most of the please 
remit correspondence. According to 
his testimony before the jury yester- 
day, he doesn't mind the regrets so 
much, but he wants to cut Col. Sprague 
in on the financial sorrows. 


Claim Sprague Is Poor. 

In correspondence identified on the 
stand by Col. Procter, Col. Sprague 
| confessed that he was a poor man and 
| would be doing a great injustice to 
‘himself and family if he tried to stand 
| for the $50,000 touch, which represent- 
ed half of a particular note involved 
in the current investigation. 

In other correspondence, Col. Proc- 
ter identified this quotation as coming 
from his pen: “The wealth of a gen- 
erous giver often is overestimated. I 
have given and given until it hurts.” 

The $100,000 note involved was given 
the Merchants’ Loan and Trust: com- 
pany as surety on an urgent loan. It 
was signed by Col. Procter and Col. 
Sprague. 

Claims Equal Liability. 

Correspondence introduced in evi- 
dence indicated that Col. Procter, who 
paid the’ entire note, thinks that Col. 
Sprague was equally liable with him- 
self because he signed the note as a 
co-guarantor. Col. Sprague, although 
the defense has entered no testimony, 
indicated in the letters and through 
public statements that he signed the 
note as an indication to the bank, of 
which he is a director, and that it 
represented business brought in. by 
himself. 

Other letters pointed out that he 
signed because the bank rule requires 
two or more guarantors on such paper 
and that he affixed his name with 
every belief that notes would be taken 
up with funds collected from subscrib- 
ers to the Wood campaign fund. 

It was said that Col. Sprague’s. de- 
fense will include introduction of sixty 
depositions, including the statements 
of various political satellites. Some of 
these are reported to contend that the 
Wood campaign, dominated by Col. 
Procter, was mishandled and that he 
thereby won the right to pay most of 
the bills.

anything, as we hadn't a drop of gas 
oline left to turn up the motor and 
thue revolve the radio generator. 

It was very nice to be able to hear 
the news itenis and follow the work 
of the ships searchirg for us. We 
plotted all their positions and saw 
they were searching too far south for 
us. One message we intercepted said 
they estimated our drift during. the 
night to be five miles an hour. This 
accounted for the search being made 
to the southward. 

Up to the present we really were en- 
joying a much needed rest, however, 
and had felt no discomforts at all, The 
commander made the remark that 
many ple spent a lot of money to 
go yachting with more discomforts. 

Finally we got @ message from the 
Aroostook reading: 

“If you see Aroostook near you, fire 
star shell or show light. We thought 
we saw a flare ahead.” 

I shot a Very pistol. The anchor 
light of the top wing was already on. 
We knew the Aroostook was near and 
were very hopeful of being picked up 
the next day, but we were beginning 
to get a Httle hungry. 


Try to Signal Merchantman. 


I was awakened by a cry from Bow- 
lin on lookout: 

“I see smoke ahead.” 

In a short time it was possible to 
discern a merchant steamer. We 
thought “this is pretty fine, but we 
are not going to be able to get gaso- 
line from it.” We decided. we would 
ask it to radio to the searching ships 
our position so we would get gasoline 
immediately: I crawled out on a wing, 
cut loose one of the wing tip flares, 
and then climbed up on top of the 
wing prepared to attract the steamer’s 
attention when it passed close. 

I waved a piece of fabric tied on a 
stick until I was nearly exhausted 
and could hardly climb down from 
the top of the wing. I was very much 
disappointed, as I thought there would 
be a good, square meal as a reward 
for my efforts. _In fact, we were dum- 
founded that we had not been seen, 
although I realized on second thought 
that we were between the sun and 
the merchant ship, and any one aboard 
it would be looking directly into the 
sun. I should say it passed within 
about five miles of us. 

Toast Moldy Bread in Sun. 


We now began to think that not 
being picked up was not so much fun. 
We took an inventory of our water and 
food supply. We had seven quart 
army canteens of water and five or six 
sandwiches left. We also had not 
opened the emergency rations, consist- 
ing of three pounds of crackers and 
one six potind can of corned beef, com- 
monly called “canned willie.” We 
still had two quart thermos bottles of 
black coffee which had long since got 
cold, but which was beginning to taste 
pretty good by now. : 

I took the waxed paper off the sand- 
wiches and saw the bread was badly 
molded. I scraped away the mold and 
laid the bread on a wing to make dry 
toast in the sun. I saved all the meat, 
which was strong enough to knock you 
down.

Breakfasts on Water. 
We turned on the range light on the 
top wing so that we could be easily 
seen by searching ships, and arranged 
a watch for the night, the commander 
standing the first watch.

My breakfast consisted of 
water, as I did not want to tackle 
the sandwiches, which by now were 
very moldy.

We sat around the wings talkin 
things over and expecting to be picked 
up at any moment. As the day passed 
we saw’ nothing.

We cut 
some away, but hated to cut any more, 
as we wanted to leave sufficient wing 
surface to enable us to fly in when we 
got gasoline from one of the searching 
ships.

in position. All gathered around and 
tried to hold the starter in position. 
I began to crank. It was pretty wab- 
bly. I estimated that we had turned 
it up to about 1,000 r. p. m. when it 
pulled loose. It we could have turned 
it up to’about 2,500 r. p. m. we could 
have got a message off and been picked 
up immediately. 

We tried various other methods of 
fastening it, but we were unable. to 
secure it strongly enough to make it 
a 


success. 
Bowlin and Stantz decided to try to 
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rig up a spark set. We took the Delco 
ignition equipment to get coils and con- 
densers. Finally we did fix up some 
thing that had more resemblance to 
a static machine than to a spark set. 
It threw a spark which looked as 
though it would transmit a message 
around the world, but I doubt if it 
carried more than ten miles. We used 
the starter with thie hook-up also to 
turn the distributor. 

Our antenna had been strung around 
near the bow cockpit while we were 
trying the spark set. The commander 
stuck his head up out of the cockpit 
and exposed a tender portion of his 
neck against the antenna wire. A 
spark jumped from the wire to his 
neck, giving him a bad shock, 

‘“¥ don’t think there's much doubt 
about that thing ‘putting out’” he 
said. 

None of our messages were received, 
however, and I believe the maximum 
distance of our transmission was less 
than ten miles. We then tried to rig 
a third set. Stantz tore the transmit- 
ter down in order to get parts, but 
nothing seemed to work satisfactorily, 
as we didn’t have sufficient equip- 
ment. Much of the credit.for the actual 
work of rigging these trick radio sets 
should be given to Bowlin, who aided 
Stantz greatly ‘when Stantz was too 
weak to work. Bowlin and Stantz 
alternated in “listening in.” 


Big Sails to Help Drift. 


About this time we decided to rig 
sails. We cut the sails in sections,

We had used up nearly all of our! 
wire rope in trying to lash the starter |

them by tying them to the wings with 
safety wire, thus Loring to increase 
our speed toward Oahu, or at least to 
get down south,. where we knew the 
searching vessels were.

The pseudo-toast which I had made 
from the sandwich Lread spread on a 
wing in the sun tasted mighty good 
about this time. For ecmie unknown 
reason the meat which we nad put on 
the wing had disappeared, piece by 
piece, as the various members of the 
crew got up sufficient courage to eat it. 
I enjoyed some of ‘t immensely and 
wondered how the sun had improved 
it so much in flavor. 

We finally received a -nessage telling 
us the position of five submarines. 
After we had plotted the positions 
every one felt much encouraged, as we 
saw our course would take us directly 
in their path. 

We even estimated the cxact minute 
at which we would be sighted, the ex- 
sct point where the Pelican would pick 
us up. 


Hopes Raised, Then Blasted. 


We bent all sails possible and our 
hopes brightened. We tried to meet 
the scouting line as fast as we could 
at the great speed of two and a half 
miles an hour. 

Later in the day, however, when we 
had figured the shits were not thirty 
miles away, we received anocher mes- 
sage directing them to retire to the 
westward and we knew we were in for 
another day of it. It was very hard 
to be able to plot all the positions of 
the ships, know where tn¢cy were and 
what they were trying to do and yet 
not be able to tell them where we 
were. 

About Friday we decidei to open up 
the crackers, but r-frained from open- 
ing the “canned willie'’ because it 
might spoil and we had no containers 
to store it. 

We opened the crackers, but did not 
portion them out, leaving them in the 
container, where they kept much 
fresher. If we had to d? !t over again 
we would have male them last much 
longer by rationing small quantities of 
them. 

However, we were so sure we were 
going to be picked up that, although 
we conserved the water, we did not 
worry about bow long tre crackers 
would last. 

The duralumin hull stood up remark- 
ably well and its seaworthiness sur- 
prised us all most pleasantly. Although 
it was a great exnerierce and I am 
ready to try the flight again in the 
same plane with, tne same crew. I 
should want to be better prepared the 
next time in the matter of a fresh 
water supply.

MOSUL FRONTIER

BAGDAD, Sept. 22.—A column 
of Christians deported by the Turks 
has reached the Tanin mountains. 
A number of old men and children 
who lagged behind because of fa- 
tigue were reported to have been 
killed by their captors. Five Goyan 
villages have been cleared of Chris- 
tians. Fugitives and travelers from 
the frontier say Turkish propaganda 
is concentrated on war talk and the 
occupation of Mosul by force if the 
league does not award it to Turkey.

GENEVA, Sept. 22. — The dispute 
over the Mosul frontier became more 
acute this morning. In a i¢ter to the 
league council, L. 8. Amery, the Brit- 
ish member of the council, charged 
the Turkish army, concentrated along 
the frontiers, has violated the status 
quo and demanded that the council 


meet immediately to consider the vio- 
lation. 

Mr. Amery informed the council that 
Turkish troops have crossed the pro- 
visional line laid down by the council 
at the extraordinary meeting at Brus 
sels last October and have deported to 
Turkey the inhabitants of four Christ- 
jan Nestorian villages which are sev- 
eral miles south of the line. 

“Status of Mosul Endangered.” 

“The British government feels 
sir@igiy that quite apart from auy 
humanitarian considerations such as 
are necessarily involved in the forcible 
deportation of these unhappy people 
at this time of the year in a cold un- 
hospitable region, the action of the 
Turkish government in deporting 
Christians from villages which lie be- 
tween the Brussels line and the fron- 
tier claimed by the British govern- 
ment is unquestionably a movement

Eller’s reply, Mr. Westbrook said, was 
"O, well, they have plenty of money, 
jet them give it away.’

NO CHARGE OF BRIBERY | 


Further early reports of the inter- 
view granted by Westbrook quoted 
him as follows:

I 
never heard of any one in the county 
jail receiving a cent. 

“Whether Sheriff Hoffman's will- 
ingness to extend all possible favors 
to these prisoners at the request of 
Morris Eller was only for political pur- 
poses I have no way of knowing,, but 
I believe it was. .

“As far as the trips to the dentist 
were concerned, my original instruct- 
ions came from Sheriff Hoffman, and 
were confirmed later by written orders 
in a letter from him.

UNTRUE, SAYS SHERIFF 


Sheriff Hoffman, replying to the pub- 
lished charges, involving himself and 
Eller, declared Westbrook had seized 
on a chance meeting with Eller in the 
sheriff’s office while they were discus- 
sing political questions, and made of 
the meeting a “ mountain of lies.” 

“Mr. Eller never asked me to ar- 
range for a single favor for Druggan 
or Lake,’’ the sheriff said. “As for 
letting them out of the jail, such a 
suggestion is ridiculous. Mr. Eller 
would not ask such a thing, but if he 
did, I would not consider granting it 
for one moment.

speech. 

“I put forward the resolution for 
two reasons,” said the Chinese dele- 
pate. “First, China looks ecarnestly 
to the league for moral support, in ac- 
cordance with the letter and spirit of 
Article 19. Second, we all recognize | 
Article 19 as a remedy for changing | 
international conditions which might | 
endanger thé peace of the world. When | 
the application of this article is car- | 
ried out for the first time in China, 
it will not ofly more fully justify the 
existence of the league, but will also 
convince the whole world of the | 
league's activity and efficiency.”

gas pressure was not excessive. 

It was on this ascent that gas was 
allowed to escape through the valves 
for five minutes.

R. G. Mayer 
testified that during this time the 
valves were blowing satisfactorily and 
that no great pressure on the cells 
was noticeable.

**Our main issue is to bring back the 
unity in which we lived so happily 
years ago,”’ President von Hindenburg 
answered. “We must remember the 
joy we felt when we realized that we| 
al] loved each other.” 

Not only his countrymen, but all na- 

tions must return to this unity, Presi- 
dent von Hindenburg believes. 
_ “ For Germany herself the hope of 
reconstruction is very great because 
the morals of the people have im- 
proved in the last year and they con- 
tinue to improve,” he continued. 
“They themselves are hopeful again 
and hope leads to happiness.” 

In reply to Dr. Risner’s question as 
to his opinion of the security pact 
which is perturbing the minds of 
Europe's statesmen, Gen. von Hinden- 
burg said: 

“I see the idea of peace growing | 
stronger in the minds of all peoples 
every day. I know it will grow untii 
they will be so obsessed with it that 
they will find the right way to solve 
the problem.” 

“What is the greatest need of the 
peoples of the whole wrold?” Dr. Ris 
ner asked. 

"** Confidence,” Gen. von Hindenburg 
replied with the terseness character- 
istic of -the old military man. “ Lack 
of confidence in each other is the gulf 
that separates peoples. To be able to 
trust one another is a deep longing in 
every heart.”

4 Baw coal trade has done little to reply to the many preposterous statements 

made by manufacturers of oil burning equipment, because it has felt that 
the advantages of good coal were self-evident. The coal trade is not on the de- 
fensive. It does feel, however, that reckless and misleading statements should 
be refuted, in the interest of the thousands of coal dealers who render an indis- 
pensable service and the millions of coal users who are now enjoying the most 
economical, practical and satisfactory fuel that has yet been discovered. 


Take,. for instance, the advertisement headed, 
**6-CENT FUEL OIL OR $18 COAL?’’ 


The comparison of the price of oil per galion with 
coal per ton is of course too trivial for further com- 


ment. 


The comparison made between a very low grade 
oil with the highest priced coal there is—namely, 
Anthracite—ignores the immense available Bit- 
uminous supply entirely. 


The advertisement claims for 6-cent oil a saving 
of $83 a season over Anthracite. With 10-cent oil— 
which, as the advertisement states, is required by 
almost all oil burners—the cost is $37 higher than 
Anthracite. 


The advertisement says nothing, however, about 
BITUMINOUS, which, as every one knows, is 
THE FUEL OF THE NATION—and is produced 
at your very doors. 


The advertisement under consideration says that 


150 gallons of fuel oil equal in heating value one ton 


of ‘‘good coal’’. Fuel oil, being a by-product, varies 
widely in quality*; however, this statement may be 
true if you regard ““slack”’ as good coal. 


3.6 barrels of fuel oil (151.2 gallons) is the equiva- 
lent of one ton of slack coal of 11,000 B.t.u. 
(British thermal units) per pound. t “Slack’’ coal is 
the dregs of the coal mine and is ractically never 


used in the home. Good household bituminous runs * 


about 13,000 to 14,000 B.t.u. per pound. 


The majority of oils used for home heating cost 
about ten centsa gallon. |. 


150 gallons (the equivalent of a ton) will there- 


fore cost $15.00. 


A ton of clean, perfectly sized Franklin County 
Small Egg costs $8.25, delivered into your bin, 
— within the Chicago Switching District. 


The. advertisement says that 16 tons of coal, or 
24090 gallons of oil, are what a householder needs for 
the. season. It then raises its estimate to 3000 
galions of oil. This would bring the oil figure up to 
187.5 instead of 150 gallons to the ton, and the cost 
of oil to $18.75 instead of $15 for the equivalent of a 
ton. This is, as a matter of fact, more nearly correct 
as applied to Franklin County Small Egg. 


16 tons of Small Egg at $8.25 cost $132. 3000 gal- 
lons of oil at 10 cents cost $300. The advertisement 
allows $25 for electricity consumed by the motor of 
the oil burner, making the total $325 for oil. 


_ $193 is a lot of extra money to pay out for the 

supposed advantages of burning oil instead of coal. 
, You can think of a good many-things you would 
rather buy with that $193. 


About half of that $193 (which you save in the 
first year), invested in a good thermostat for your 
furnace, will bring your coal cost down some more, 
besides giving you the important feature of auto- 
matic regulation of the room temperature.

This calculation takes no account of gas for the 
pilot light, maintenance and S$, and interest 
and depreciation on the oil and tank— 
equipment which is an attachment to and does 


not dispense with the need for a furnace. 


Figure these items out yourself and see how much 
they add to that $193. 


Oil burner manufacturers are never wholly frank 
on the subject of dirt. As a matter of fact, both low 
grade oil and low grade coal make dirt. Even good 
— a good oil make some dirt if improperly 

urne 


The dirt produced by burning coal, however, is a 
dusty dirt and not hard to remove. ‘The dirt pro- 
duced by burning oil is a greasy, clinging dirt which 
lays a film on furnishings, rugs and walls, far more 
injurious than coal dirt and more difficult toremove. 


One of the advantages claimed for oil is that it 
makes no ashes. Franklin County Coal makes less 
than 9% ash or not more than 180 lbs. to the ton of 
coal.

Let us, however, figure the cost with 6-cent oil. 


3000 gallons at 6 cents will cost $180, plus $25 for 
electricity, or $205 as against $132 for Franklin — 
County Small Egg. 


Let us even suppose that you will use only 2400 
gallons of oil—although the advertisement allows 
3000 gallons. 


You will still save $37 with Franklin County 
Small Egg—or $33 with Furnace Lump. 


To say nothing of: 


Gasfor pilot  °* 
Maintenance and Repairs 
Interest on Investment 
Rapid Depreciation 
Cleaning Bills 
Re-decoration. 


One cent is a small sum of money. But when oil 
fluctuates one cent a gallon, you must multiply 
that by 150 to compare it ‘with coal. In other words, 
a rise of one cent a gallon in oil is the equivalent of 
a rise of $1.50 a ton in coal. 


Keep your eye on those pennies. Every 
adds $24 to $30 to your winter’s fuel bill. 


That these pennies are dangerous is admitted in 
the advertisement by the fact that a guarantee is 
given (for one winter only) by the oil burner dealers 
against a rise in the price of oil. They do not, how- 
ever, say anything about the quality of oil, and so 
long as some kind of oil sells at 6 cents, we presume 
they are safe. But what about the price of oil in the 
winters to follow? 


Every oil man and every ocal man knows these 
facts.

NEW YORE, Sept. 2%.—(#)—Selling pres- 
sure was renewed sugainst today’s curb mar- 
ket, carrying the main body of stocks lower, 
but chief speculative interest centered in 
the buoyancy of about a dozen mdustrials 
and public utilities. 

Gillette Safety Razor was run up more 
than 2 points to a new high at 105% in 
further reflection of heavily increased sales. 
Nizer B touched a new high record at 64%, 
despite thé fact that it was selling ex, 
dividend. Miller Rubber was run up 9 
points to a new peak at 229 in expectation 
of an early stock split up. but it canceled 
half of its gain on profit taking. Land Com- 
pany of Florida dipped another 4% points 
to 76, as against the recent high at 94, 
but rallied to 78% before the close. 

A brisk demand developéd for some of 
the high priced public utilities. National 
Power and Light was bid up 12% points to 
384%, a record high, and Soutkern California 
Edison scored an extreme gain of 6 points 
to 135, part of which was later lost on 
realizing. 

Reactionary tendencies predominated in the 
foreign \exchange market. Demand sterling 
ruled around $4.84%, or below the generally 
accepted gold point. French francs held firm 
around 4.73% cents, but the Belgian, Italian, 
Dutch, and Norwegian currencies lost ground. 
Polish slotys broke 80 points to 16.60 cents.
